The City Council lu.ve \mt tho brakes 
on the Civio macbiuo nml decidocl to "go 
,loir -wbilo ou tlio aowu grade." The 
flteam-guuge rogisterea high among tho 
hundre^B until tho pressure becaiue so 
great that llio fflfoty-valve had . to bo 
throw open or tho boiler muBt TJUrst. lo 
drop metaphor, the. Corporation have 
wisely resolved to stop nil -but the most 
. necessary expenditure, and suspend Rtreet 
• work, except in the interest of hygioncf, 
■for a period.of four months. The finan- 
oeB'of ttio bitj^'conld not have withstood 
the strain they were onllod on to boar for 
many months pa3t;and if improvements are 
undertaken faster than tho purso can pay 
for them a financial breakdown will be the 
inevitable roaiilt. A few weeks since wo 
flnnouncod that tlio Bunk hadreduced tho 
rate of interest ou Corporation advaBces 
to ten per cent, per annum. From ro" 
marka made atthe^Oonnoll meeting Wed- 
nesday evening ware led to believe that 
, the balance against the City is growing. 
" 'Shfttdd it attain proportions boyoud tho 
• abiii^ ol the revenue to discharge within 
a reasonable period the credit of tho Oily 
must sink and the rate of interest lucrenso 
in proportion with the liability. Kate- 
payers who had .sot tlieirhoarts ou cortaiu 
work being carried out in their roapoetive 
neighborhood luu^t bow.to tho iuovitnblo 
and wait thrco or four mouths, or nulil 
the financial condition of tho City shall 
have improved. Nothing can bo plainer 
than the 'prdposition that if the City 
should continue at a breakneck rate of 
speed to incur liabilities the rate of 
taxation -111 roiidy very high— will have to 
1)0 incroiiBcd. That is a coutiugency 
Ilatepayers would not wish to o.Kporieuco, 
and tho neoossity of retronchment will 
therefore bo recognized and cordially iic- 
quieaced in by the oiiizons at large.

"E. M." and the Bishop of Colombia. 

Editor Colonist: — "Anglicanus" ap 
pears to think that I am actuated by feel 
ings of hostilitj' towards the Bishop of 
,1 >. ^Columbia; I am proud to say that so far 
bis opinion is perfectly correct, for it is 
part of the birthright of every English- 
man to denounce one gnilty of injnstioe 
or tyranny in high places. 

Ho Buys that 1 aiji evidently a stranger 
to the docti-iuu and discipline of the 
Church of England, and as the proof 
thereof assures us that the Bishop's oour.^e 
was justifiable; but since ho neither de- 
nies the truth nor offers an explanation 
of the ciroumstnnoes stated in my letter, 
ho must pardon me if I adhere to my own 
opinion, based apon those (fata which ho 
appears unable either to confute or ex- 
plain. 

Ho states that Mr. Tomlinson having 
undertaken to support and maintain tho 
doctrines and teachings of tho Cliurcli of 
England, as laid down in her book of 
Common Prayer, instead of fulfilling his 
TOWS has identified himself with a toot, 
&a. Will "Angliciuius" be good enouprh 
to i^oint outany one bcntonco in any of 
Mr. ToiuIiuBOu's Kerinou.sat 11. E. Church 
which was contrary to tho doctrines and 
teachings of the Church of England ? And 
f urtbe^oid. this point,! pxeaume that i'*An- 
glicanus" assumes that Mr. Tomlinson 
has by ho preaching in tlio R. E. Churoh 
violated some law of that Church to which 
ho had vowed olx'dii'uce. Will "Angli- 
canus" jjoint out what lUibrio or Canon 
of tho Church of England forbids its min- 
isters to preach the Gospel except from 
their own pulpits ? At present I can only 
admit my ignorance of any such law and 
nsk for oulightonmout; if thoro is no such 
law on wliat grounds has Bishop Hills 
acted ? Dooa ho profess to punish at his 
own sweet will for that which being no 
offence at all he , chooses to constituto 
one ? 

"Anglicanus" farther says, that though 
thoy (the K. E. Church) "use tho ijrayer- 
book in part, they have emasculated some 
of tho fundameut.d doctrines of tlio 
Church;" but ulways confining himself to 
gonoraliti .i fails lo specify a .single doo- 
triiio BO oajascula''-'d. 

I seo in yOHtcnliiy's Standanl a jiarii- 
' iH'aph which stuto'i that tho liisliop of 
Manchostor has hotic holding sorvicoB in 
factories and theatres. Would iJinhop 
Hills have the powers conferred on lii.s 
brother of Manchester revoked? Or to 
come a little nearer ho/ao, how has Jjiiih- 
op Hills the uUVontory to revoke Mr. 
TomliiiHon's license for loing that which 
ho himself, tho Archbinliop of Canterliu- 
ry, the Bishop of Manclvjstor, and- many 
other diguitarica of tho Oiuroh cf Eng- 
land have repca'cdiy done and /iro aotnal- 
]y doing up to the prosont time? 
' Ji'or instouoe, the American Episcopal 



points ; yet Goorgo Columbia has 
identified himself with this Church os to 
preach in its pulpits, and to invito Bishop 
Morris to preach in the Cathedral hero, 
and to take part in meetings of the Synod. 
It appears to mo that by a parity of 
reasoning if Mr. Tomlinson be justly 
"cashiered" for simply preaching tho 
Gospel in tho K.E. Church, Bishop Hills 
ought to "cashier" himself for identify- 
ing himself with a sect which bar depart- 
ed from tho fundamental dbbtrinssof the 
Church of England. . 

In thus exercising his nssumod Episco- 
pal right of revoking Mr. Tomliuson's 
license, I imagine he must have done so 
undor tho authority contained in tho let- 
tors patent. If this bo so he has invoked 
tho authority of tho Queen, as tho tem- 
poral head of tho churoh, and this ia ono 
reason why such an act, which is regard- 
ed as illegal by all out of the pale of the 
Auglicon Commission, should be brought 
to tho light of day, and not be passed 
over in silence. The church of England 
hero is the only quo which has been en- 
dowed with public lauds. The cathedral 
itself was built originally with public mon- 
ies; tho proceeds of land sales in the early 
days of the colony, and this alone would 
givo any one h«re the right of criticising 
the actions of those in authority in that 
ch uroh in tho exercise of their pnblio func- 
tions. 

"Anglicauus" olso .says: "but aslong as 
ho(Mr. T.) claims to bo a membei of that 
church, ho ought in decency to conform 
to her rules and orders." Only, unfortu- 
nately for his argument, ho confines him- 
self to iuuondo instead of specifiying what 
thoso rules and ordera'are of the violation 
of Avhich ho complains. 

Again, we huvo "what would bo said of 
a general who took no uolico of tho deser- 
tion of an officer to tho enemy's ranks ?" I 
may, e?i passant, assure him that the mem- 
bers of tho R. E. Ciiuroh are not the ene- 
mies of tho Church of England in any 
sliftljo or way; but are without doubt the 
uncompromising opponents of "George 
by divine permission." Tno insinuation 
iu tlio above extract, of wcourso, can only 
be understood to mean that Mr. Toniliu- 
sou had dosertod the cause of his Lord and 
Master and was preaching doctrines con- 
trary to thoso of the Churoh of England. 
I can,a88nrB "Anglicanus" that his infor- 
mant must have been guilty of the gros- 
sflst fabrication if ho stated anything of 
tho kind. 

Lot me in my turn put a similar question 
to "Anglicanus." What would , bu said 
of a general who at a court martial on ono 
of his subordinate oiQoers falsified a doc- 
ument to give color to his Btatomonts, and 
in reprimanding him stated that whioh ho 
knew to be untrue? My own impressibu 
is that ha^onld be drammed out of the 
service and would richly deserve it. 
Throughout tho letter of"Anghcanus"he 
has never attempted to contradict » single 
ono of my statemonts, and I am therefore 
justified in assuming that he does not 
venture to dispute their truth. Indeed, 
his whole letter is an ajjpeal ad mtsericor- 
diam, and says in almost as many words, 
"Let as be just or unjust, trample on the 
helpless, and do whatever ia right in 
Goorgo Columbia's sight; but for heaven's 
sake, pray, pray, don't lot it got into the 
papers." 

ISutevenin this respect I must diCfer 
from him. The fourth estate is the only 
court of appeal open^to., tbe<pQor and 
helpless; and I am not surprised that the 
friends of "George by divine permission" 
should shrink from the idea of seeing him 
arraigned at the bar of public opinion. 

I once more reiterate my statement that 
I and thoBO who think with mu have no 
quarrel with the Church of England or 
with any of its' members lay or clerical; 
excoptone. But so long as (ieorgo Col- 
umbia attacks tho R. E. Church or her 
ministers, or persecutes thoso who *ym- 
pathizo with us, so long shall wo continue 
to phow the world what we know of him. 

Wa do not rely upon general state- 
ments, but have hitherto confined ourselves 
to those which appear, judging from the 
line of argument taken by bis advocates, 
to be unanswerable, because true.

Return of the Military, 

Tli9 steamer Maude -with the Militia 

■ loft Departure Bay at 3 a. m. ou Wodnes- 
day momiog last for New Westminster, 
arriving there at 10:30. The troops 
marchocl to the drillshed where Lt.-Col. 
Houghtou, after complimenting tho men 
on their conduct duriug the trip, diamiss- 
ed them. The May Day pionio at New 
Westmiuster was postiioned for tlio ar- 

; riyal of the militia BO as to enable the 
Viot»ria oompaniea to participate; but as 
all were tired and desirous of returning, 
the inritation was declined. 

LoRving New "Westminster at 12 m., the 
steamer proceeded in safety as far as^tho 
sandbanks where, on account of the tide 
being low, they stuck fast and were 
obliged to wait an hour and a half before 
th.3y were able to proceed ou their jour- 
ney. About 8:30 p.m., as they were pass- 
lUb' through the inner passago oil' Oak 
!l!;iy, the steamer ran on a sunken rook. 
The Militia, who wcro in the cabin sing- 
ing, immediately rushed on deck, bat as 
there appeared no immediate danger all 
put on life-belts and endeavored to help 
Lor off by keeling her ov6r. Steam was re- 
versed and the stesmor slid back a short 
distance, only, however, to be carried 
broadside on the next minute. Finding 
that the vessel was hard and fast aground 
the Militia, at the recommendation of the 
oifioers, betook themdelves to sleep for the 
night. At daybreak, the tide having gone 
down considerably and as the boat was fast 
keeling over the men were all landed by 
the ship's boats, the officers maintaining 
tbeatriotest discipline and not leaving the 
tleck of the ship till the last man was cflf. 
Superintendent Todd and Bandmaster 
.Hayues, about 5 a.m., started for town to 
get the Cariboo Fly to go to the aid of 
the Maudo. The Oariboo-Fly started for 
the scene of the disaster at 9 a.m., and 
embarked nil the militia at 11 a.m. As 
she started for Victoria tlie militia gave 
three cheers for Cupt. Morrison of the 
Maude. When the Cariboo-Fly arrived 
oiF the month of the harbor rather an un- 
pleasant duty was perfprmed. OoLHough- 
ton liaving called tho'm'ea together under 
arms, a private who had been placed un- 
derarrestat Wellington for iusultordina- 
tion, and on boiug released had again 
been insubordinate, was marched for- 
ward. Col. Houghton told him how ser- 
ioas an offence .he, had been guilty of — 
one ,B]a^nj[|;Jliat|le4l>7r: ft very heavy flue 
and' six" months imprisonment; but 
that as ho did not wish to pass quite so 
severe a sentenco, especially as this was 
the first time the Militia had been called 
oat, ho would only dismiss him from the 
Bbrvicn, and he hoped that this would be

British Columbia Indians 

The House of Commons, on the 18tli 
April, wont into Committe of Supply on 
the item for the Indians of British Colum- 
bia. Mr. Millh explained that the inoreaso 
in the item of $32,000 was chiefly oauaed 
by tho expense of laud commission and 
surveys. Mr. Langovin said that tho fact 
that there was a complaint on behalf of 
the Indiana in British Columbia did not 
justifj' the Government in incurring large 
oxpeaditure without the sanction of Par- 
liament, It would have been a saving to 
havepntohasad the land from the British 
Columbia Qoremment. If the reserves 
were small, land could be obtained else- 
where were it was cheap. The Commis- 
sion had heen the talk of tho wholo of 
British Columbia since its appointment, 
and had been moat expensive. Mr, Do- 
Cosmos ridiculed tho idea of either pur- 
chasing or recognizing the rights of In- 
dians to the lands. Mr. Dewdney strong- 
ly urged its continuance. Sir John Mac- 
donuld thought that there being so largo 
an increase some further information 
should be given. Mr. Mills said the lauds 
which would come to thoDominion would 
bo worth ten times what the Commission 
would cost. Sir John' Maodonald con- 
tended that the Government had isdoptod 
a policy in this matter without iiii Act of 
Parliament authorizing them to do so. 
The hou. gentleman liad no right to ouu- 
codo anything until such an Act was pass- 
ed, Mr. Mills said the Government had 
only endeavored to protect the Indians on 
the lands they already held which they 
were in danger of losing. Sir John Mac- 
donald said tho Commission had been ap- 
pointed, and a sum of S-7,0U0 was now 
asked for whila the thing was not autho- 
rized by tlio House. Mr. Cartwrig'it said 
tho propo.sition was laid btforo Parlia- 
ment, in the report of the Minister of the 
Interior last year. Sir John Maodonald — 
But there was not a formal sanction of 
Puiliamont given. Mr. Mills said this was 
not A matter of public policy; it was 
a matter of administration. The item was 
then carried. 



Independence of Farliament. 

Iu addition to the annonnoimont else- 
where in this issue that the seat of the 
Speaker of the House of Commons has 
been declared forfeited, Mr. Currier 
(Conservative) , member for the City of 
Ottawa, and Mr. Norr.is (Ministerialist) 
have resigned because tho firms of which 
thoj aro members had supplied the Do- 
miniou Government with goods. Other 
members are said to have been similarly 
involved. The law fixes tho penalty in 
each case at jJlOOO per day, and writs have 
been issued against Mr. Currier, also 
against Mr. Norria for $200,000, Mr. Mof- 
fatt for §500,000, Mr. Domville for SGOO,- 
000, Mr. Burpee for 3000,000, and against 
Mr. D.A. Smith. Mr. Burpee is Minister 
of Customs, and it is stated by the Mail 
that allidavits recorded by the Miciiaterof 
Customs in 187C are forthcoming to show 
that ho was a partner in the firm of I. and 
F. Burpee, whilst that Arm supplied tho 
Governuient.with iron for^the Intercolon- 
ial. • ' _ - 

Judges' TR.vvKLLiNa Expensks, British 
Cdlumuia.— Tho Britisli Columbia County 
Judges' Travelling Allowance Bill was op- 
posed in tho Senate by Hon. Mr. Miller, 
as the expenses appeared to be enormous.

Supreme Court. 

(B«for«Mr. Juitlce Oreti<).) 

Mat 2nd and 3rd. 
Arthur & Co. vs. Todd & Nenfolder— 
This is a ease most interesting to mercan- 
tile men involving the right of an unpaid 
vendor upoH the insolvency of the vendee 
to stop in transitu goods Consigned to. the 
vendee. 

The facts are shortly these: The plain- 
tiffs, merchants in Glasgow, sold on credit 
to a vendee, certain goods, paid freight 
ou them and consigned the yoods to the 
vendee at Victoria. Boforo the arrival of 
the goods at Victoria tho consignee be- 
came insolvent and had dishonored the 
bill of exchange drawn for tho price of 
the goods. His assignees entered the 
goods for warehousing in the name of the 
consignee and they were stored according 
to customs regulations in the private 
bonded warehouse of one of the assignQoa 
(Mr. Neufelder.) The plaintiff afterwards 
gave notice of his claim to stop m transttu; 
and this case was brought to test hia 
right. Tho defendants rest their case on 
the ground that the goods had arrived at 
their destination and that the bonding by 
the assignees was a delivery of the goods 
sufficient to deprive tho vendor's right to 
stop. The plaintiffs rely on Canadian au- 
thorities whioh show that the warehouse- 
ing of goods does not defeat the right of 
tho vendor to stop in tramitu. Curiously 
enough in the Toronto Mail of April 16th 
mention ia made of a case in the Appellate 
&i9iytk.^°-?2?'-''lk*]l?- ^'1''^''* subject ia dis- 
be to overrule the previous decisions. 
Tho authorized report A the case has not 
yet arrived; meanwhile judgment in this 
case is reserved and may not be given be- 
fore tho report has been received. 

Tho oftso was fully argued boforo the 
learned Judge ou a most patient and at- 
tentive hearing by iMessra. Bobertson and 
Drake for the dofendauls, and Messrs. 
MoCreight and Alex. Davie for tho plain- 
tiff. 

OOR Ocean Mail Service.— In the 
House of Commous, on the item, 85-i,000, 
for steam service between San Francisco 
and Victoria, British Columbia, Mr. Bun- 
itor hoped that tho contract would bo 
given this year to a British boat. Ho 
complained that the service in the past 
had been too slow. Mr. Dewdney said 
tho boat was a very fine one, and was what 
is termed a ton-knot boat. Tho i<liore was 
very rocky and dangerous, and contract - 
ora could not bo expected to run at full 
speed under all circumstances. Mr. Hun- 
tington said the service was a coutraot 
which the Government must fulfil ualoss 
there was some reason for breaking- it. 
Mr. Bunster said the contract was not 
complied with. The speed of ten knots 
per luMir was not m.iintaiuod, and tho 
u-ip occupied four days instead of three. 
Tho accommodation for passengers was 
very poor. The item passed. 

An OiiD Mikkb.— Mr. P. 0. McDonald 
will be a passengsr on the steamer Cali- 
fornia, which is to sail hence to-day for 
tho north.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
Liverpool, April 27.— A "london 
dispatch says the British government 
Las resolved to interfere between Rus- 
sia and Turkey. It is stated that Her 
Majesty's government has been called 
upon by Austria to fulfill her engage- 
ment under tho treaty of ISSG for 
protecting the integrity of tho Otto- 
inuu Empire, and baa decided as the 
first step to make a formal request to 
the Russian government to state the 
object of military operations now 
going on against tho Ottoman Empire, 
and to doiine the extent to which it is 
proposed to carry such operations.' It 
is stated that the Austrian government 
will make enquiry of the saino pur- 
port. France, the third party to tho 
tripartite alliance, has nott been .re- 
quired to take action in consitderatibn 
of the relations between France and 
Germany. The treaty allows any ono 
of the three powers to act separately in 
fulfilling its terms, or to call upon 
either of the powers to fulfill the treaty 
by joint action. Austria has obvious 
reasons for not embarassing France, 
yet Austria cannot longer hesitatfij^ 
Earl Derby was able to confidently 
state a week ago that England was not 
likely to bo called ou to fulfill the tri- 
partite treaty, the situation is regard- 



ed at Vienna as far. more senous than 
British statesmen seem to admit, and 

the initiative of military action lies 
with Austria. It was reported that Lord 
Napier, Governor of Gibraltar, has been 
instructed to go to Malta, and that a por- 
tion of tho guards aro ordered to embark 
for Malta immediately. These reports are 
believed premature, although it ia under- 
stood tho Htrcugtheniug of the garrison at 
Malta has boon under official consideration 
since tho gororument received from Vi- 
enna tho requisition to liltill the tripartite 
treaty. 

The Russian march to Qalatz was a real- 
ly wonderful performance. The whole 
aistunui) was traversed on foot in fifteen 
hours without a halt. Wagons were only 
proviilod to carry knapsacks and arms. 
TlitJ artillery, cavalry and baggago trains 
all !'.rrived together. It was expi-oted a de- 
tachment would commence ac ion imme- 
diately upon arriving, as the Turks had 
only to cross the river to seize the railway 
and destroy the bridge. The railway^ is 
now secur j. Tho Russian army ia mov- 
insz innstly on foot. The railway ia only 
ubtid lOr heavy artillery and baggago. 

A special from Coi:atnntiuople, Fridriy, 
aay.s it it nt.ued tbut tho Turkish fleet ia 
ofi Odessa but lias not yet received in- 
alruotiona to bombard the city. 

A Turkish official tplegram places the 
loss of tho Russians in the first day's fight 
u.nir Batoum at oigtit liiiiidred, as already 
stated, and reports aTurkinh loss ou the 
saiuo occasion at eight killed and twolv* 
wounded. Tho telegram ia obviously 
untruo. 

CoNBTANTiNOi'LB, April 28. — An oillcial 
dispatch from Batoum, Friday, says the 
Russians having renewed tho attack, wore 
again repulsed with heavy loss. 

A telugram from Bueliarust late on Sat- 
urday reports that Turkish gunboats had 
captured three Roumanian vessels. The 
Roumanian troops around Bucharest have 
commenced the movement to the Danudo. 

London, April 28. —The Pout lias rea- 
son to believe the statement to the effect 
that British officers on leave have been 
requested to join their regiments inaoou- 
ate. 

The Daily Telegraph correspondent at 
Pera says the Ruasians altogether lost 
about 2,000 men in the battles near Ba- 
toum. "' '

feat in the Crimea. 

London, May 1.— The following ia the 
account of Hohart Pasha's running tho 
blockade at Galatz iu his steamer Retliu- 
ma. Tho Admiral leftRustchak atnight, 
approaching Galatz, whioh was guarded 
by torpedoes and heavy batteries com- 
manding the river. The lights on the 
steamer were extinguished, but a rocket 
on tho Roumanian shore showed that the 
steamer was diacovorod. Coming abreast 
of the battories the heavy guns began to 
fire, but tho Rettiuma was so close m 
shore that tho gunners wore unable to de- 
press their pieces •enffloiently for theshota 
to take effect. The Admiral fired only ten 
shots and the Rettiuma passed to tho Black 
Sea safely.

Fire Kt Montreal— Nine I,Ito» Lout. 

MoNTRKAL, April 29.— At five o'clock 
this morning a fire broke out in the Mon- 
treal Novelty Works building, St, Urban 
street. Owing to tho quantity of iufiam- 
mablo matter stored in the premises, all 
efforts to save the building were fruitleaa. 
It was five htoiies high and the walls bad- 
ly built. About six o'clock the walls foil 
outward with a terrible crash, breaking 
through the roof of a coffin store and 
completely demolishing a number of 
shads and outhouses. Eight firemen un- 
der Chief Patton were playing upon the 
roof of the sheds and coffin store when the 
wall fell. They saw the wall begin to tot- 
ter and male a rush for tho shed, but 
barely got inside when thty were com- 
pletely buried under several feet of hot 
bricks. After tho wall fell tho moans of 
the firemen rent the air. A band of citi- 
zens went to work to dig the sufferers out. 
The firemen remained beneath the ruios 
about an hour before they wore got out. 
Four were found beneath a board fen 
alive, but suffering terribly. Nine were 
taken out dead; three being recognized as 
firemen, but their bodies wore terribly 
disfigured. The following is a list of tho 
killfjd and wounded: Michael Bnrry.head 
smashed; Wm. Perry, fireman, body man- 
gled; Riohard S.Choules, legs broken and 
skull crushed; Thomai Higgins, fireman, 
struck on the temple by a brick; A. Beu- 
champ, jeweler, St. Lawrence, Main 
street, crushed aud limbs broken; Geo. 
Lynch, foreman waterworks, struck by 
falling wuUs, badly mangled; Antoine 
Sutors, back broken; Pierre Hamil, labor- 
er, head Bmashod, and feet out off; Joseph 
Parker, whilo aiding to remove coffius 
from the undertakers adjoining, crushed; 
total killed, 9. Wounded— Chief Patton, 
caught in a shower of hot bricks, burned, 
bruised and cut in a fearful manner; John 
Livingston, fireman, badly mangled, can't 
recover; Guardian John Nolan, burned on 
head and ueck; Charles Reddy, fireman, 
skull fractured; William Ferguson, boss 
ho8G makur, suppo.sed to be fatally injur- 
ed; P.J. Bishop, fireman, badly burned; 
George Stalley,; fireman, leg and arm 
broken, and burned; Charles Bnies, bad- 
ly injured and burned; Benjamin Harri- 
son, back broken; Alfred Halley, fireman, 
back hurt and burned; total 10. Many 
others were slightly injured. Suspicions 
are entertained that tho lire was the work 
of an incendiary. The building was own 
sd by J. Bulmer, valued at §25,000, and 
occupied by the Novelty Co., and Spen- 
cer's Shoo Furnishing factory. Loss to 
firms about $18,000; partially insured.

EASTERN STATES. 
New Yokk, April 28— The suit of tho 
English owners of the famous Emma 
Mine TS. Trenor ,W,<jPark; and ' others to 
recover the five millions paid for it, al- 
leging that there was fraud and misrepre- 
sentation on tho part of Park in regard to 
the resources ef cha mine, resulted to day 
in a verdict for the defendants. Tho ver- 
dict was received with demonstrations of 
delight, which, however, were speedily 
checked by Mr. Orittendeu, of counsel 
for defenoe. Mr. Trenor W. Park, prin- 
cipal defendant, sat in a chair almost 
powerless with emoiion, and tears burst 
from his eyos. Having recovered him- 
self ho shook hands with the jurorn and 
received the congratulations of his many 
friends, with whom the court-room, was 
almost filled. Two other suits were com- 
menced against Park. 

Habkibddrg, Pa., April 28 — Seventy- 
two cars containing 1700 mowing ma- 
chines for Springfield, Ohio, arrived «» 
route for Raitimore. 

Jaoknon, May 1— On Thursday evening 
John W. Gully, a prominent citizen of 
Emporia, was assassinatod by an unknown 
party. Tho exoitemeut is intense and 
every meaas is taken to discover the mur- 
derer. On Saturday two negroes made 
an affidavit that Benjamin Rush, a white 
man, did the doed, and that Judge Chis- 
holm, Kopublioan candidate for Congress 
from the third distriot, his eon Gilmer 
and Rosenbaum instigated the crime. 
Ohisbolm and son wore arrested and, with 
the women of the family, who wished to 
share the imprisonment, were put in jail. 
On Sunday Gilmer came to the jail to see 
the Chisho'lms. A warrant was ready for 
him, but wlinn ho was at the jail .a mob 
set upon and killed him, overpowered the 
jailor, attackedChishoIm. mortally wound- 
ing him and killing his son. Miss Chis- 
holm was shot aud killed, and Dr. Rosser 
and Mrs. Ohisholm were severely wound- 
ed. Rosenbaum and Hopper, another 
alleged conspiiator, were carried to the 
woods by tho mob to extort from them 
the whereabouts of Rush, tho alleged as- 
assinator of Gully. When last heard from 
some weeks ago, Rush was iu Arkansas. 
It i I supposed Rosenbaum and Hoppor 
wore hanged. It is reported that a hor- 
rible state of affairs is existing through- 
out that flection. The people are wild 
with excitement, and other hangings will 

probably follow.
